A JOUUXAI- reporter started out to run 
down the rumor. It was found to be true, 
so far as evidence nt huuci wns concerned, 
James Maloney was [he alleged victim. 
The man is a variant a:id made his appear- 
ance in the city sevcial months ago.

ust Gth lie was arrested and sent up for five 
days; August Htb he was again hauled in 
and then again ou September bth and Sep- 
tember 14th aud the last U rue got a sentence 
of sixty days. For a day or two past Mu- 
loney had been suffering from a breaking 
out on his body.' Dr. J. li. Simms, the 
county physician, was called abnut u':30 
o'clock on Saturday evening. Ho look a 
look at Mulouey and decided that the man 
vfits suflfeiins from the first stages of small- 
pox. 
His breast waa broken out, there 


was some fever and the scalp was swollen, 
ami it was pronounced iu the eruptive 
stage. 


CASE KEl'OUTKD. 


Dr. Simms hurried to the office of Health 


Officer George E. Smith and reported the 
case aud made out the required card. 
Without delay the health officer called a 
special meeting of tbe board of heaWi. 
Iu 


the meantime Dr. Simms was making an 
effort lo gets another physician to visit the 
jail aud more closely examine tbe case, bnt 
1101 :t doctor could be found who would go, 
the mujoiity being iilruid that i! it was a 
case of small-pox it would injure their 
practice, while others were out of town ' 
aud one or two busy with other cases.

A rough estimate of the surplus 
of wheat likely to be carried by the West 
Siberian section of the line through Asiatic 
Russia, when completed, is placrd at 5,7'2-t,- 
000 bushels. 
This, however, Mr. Jomia 


regards as decidedly an underestimate. 
Upou this point be says: 


It must further be remembered tbat the 


completion of tbe line will act us a great 
stimulus (o the raising of grain in those 
regions partly belonging to the Chernosion 
(black soil) belt ot the Russian Empire, 
famous for its fertility, and that the sur- 
plus will increase from year to year. In 
18SO the surplus of grain of all sorts in the 
three governments of Tobolsk, Tomsk and 
Yeuisseisk exceeded 28,287,700 bushels, of 
which surplus 21,073,000 bushels were pro- 
duced in tbe two governments situated 
next to European Russia, namely, Tobolsk 
and Tomsk. A ceitain part of this surplus 
undoubtedly went iuto such legioua of 
Siberia as are deficient in grain, but even 
oheu tbe amount available for export to 
Asiatic countries and to Europe was very

tunnication. The introduction of a consid- 
erable surplus of Siboriau wheat into the 
grain markets of Enropean Russia would 
doubtless teud to depress, lirat of all, tbo 
local price, extrtiug its pressure upon the 
markets of the world only iu a much lesser 
degree. Bv providing a new outlet for the 
Siberian surplus, as above indicated, the 
Russians hope to lighten the pressure upon 
the home markat, expecting that the Siber- 
iau product will naturally liad its way irom 
Archangel to western Europe.

Petersburg aud might possibly 
resign.

Thirty-four years ago ou the 7th of this 


month there steamed out of Chicago harbor 
one of the merriest pleasure parties that 
ever danced on a steamer's deck. 
Two 


hundred and fifty Milwaukee exuureiooisu 
were homeward bonr.d, aud they were not 
alone. It was 11 o'clock at night when 
the last bantering farewell was said at the 
dock and the ligbts and music and anima- 
tion vanished from the ken of fond friends 
iu tbe darkness. 


Before tbe reluctant dawn of tbe dark 


morning ;that followed, the happy voices 
of nearly 300 of those merry makers were 
stilled forever, and the shattered bulk of 
tbe proc:d steamer lay ten fathoms deep in 
Lake Michigan. 


The sinking of the Lady Eagin by col- 


lision ofl' Wankegan is an old story. 
The 


terrible pause in the music and laughter 
that followed the crash, the wild scenes of 
despair when it was found that the vessel 
was sinking nnd that there were not small 
boats enough for one-fifth of the passengers, 
the heroic death of Captain Johu Wilson 
who went down witbin sight of his friends 
on the shore while laboring to save the 
others on his raft, and finally, the ghastly 
sights of the succeeding days along the 
chore from Evanston to Waukegan wbeu 
tbe lake gave up its dead—these will never 
be forgotten by either Chicago or Milwau- 
kee, in both of which cities the terrible 
disaster left many a vacant cbn,ir. 
Tbe 


catastrophe is vividly recalled, howaver, by 
a dispatch from Cleveland announciug tbat 
the schooner which caused it all has just 
bwu abandoned in a sinking couditiou in 
a sinking condition in Lake Erie. 
If this 


be true, this unintentional, thuugb not 'til- 
together blameless, distroyer of life has 
finally met the fate which its careless steers- 
man meted ont iu such terrible wise to a 
rival craft tbirty-fonr years ago. 


There is an interesting discrepancy in 


the news item announcing the ignoble end 
of this historic craa. 
The name of the 


schooner is given as the Captain Cook, But 
the files of the JOUKXAI- show that the 
schooner which was in collision witb the 
Lady Elgin was called the Augusta. Yet 
it is the same vessel.;and the rechristeniug 
wns the result ol" the untoward event in 
which the schooner bad figured. Its owners 
found it wise, shortly after tbe collision, to 
get rid of tbe terrible associations that 
clung to the old name, and ihe Augusta be- 
came by legal procesii the Captain Cook.

frost as badly as wheat, nor does the 
winter kill it as easily as wheat. Caro 
in preparation of tho land and seeding 
is not as necessary us for wheat. 


It can bo sowii^m com at the last 


working and succeed well if tho weather 
is favorable, or it. can be- sown late. 


On cold clay lands that the farmer 


knows will not produce a paying wheat 
crop ho can sow rye with a prospect of 
makiug something Oat of it. Ho C.1U got 
winter a:xl spring pasture at a time 
when a green bite "Is worth double or 
treble what is is at other times rn the 
year. By pasturing the rye other pas- 
'turo has on opportunity to start before 
tho live stock is turned oil it. If timothy 
or clover or both aro sown in tho ryo, 
pasturing the ryo is not detrimental to 
them. 


As a farm crop, to bo grown ruid har- 


vested as wheat, we are not much in fa- 
vor of rye, tho heavy straw being so 
difficult to handle we much prefer to 
havo the hogs gather it. We regard rye 
as tho best of small grains to Start'grass 
crops in, tho rye not having as dense 
folinge near tho ground as oats and 
wheat. 


Kyc when fully ripe will straw 


break about l~> ov 18 inches above the 
ground, the heads lodging ou the bench 
formed by this breaking, keeping them 
oil' tho ground and preventing decay of 
tho grain. Again, it will nut shatter 
like wheat, nor does it decay on account 
of wet weather like wheat These qual- 
ities make it a valuable crop to hog 
down; From ryes sown and hogged 
down we havo known two good volun- 
teer crops, but probably neither so good 
as the crop obtained from sowing. By 
sowing ryo and allowing tho hogs to 
gather it Thu farmer avoids tho heavy 


j expense attending tho harvesting of a 


i crop of wheat, a matter to consider 
| when wheat brings so littlo and labor 


I costs tho same as it did when wheat 


brought ^1 per bushel.

Tho 
fowls should not have full 1-beriy.

this timo it is not economy to givothem 
opportunity for exercise. It is desirable 
that all tho food taken should bo used 
to make fat,.not for strength of muscle. 
From S to 1~ they may be shut inn small 
room together, where they cannot see 
other fowls, and whero there will be 
nothing to disturb them. If tho room 
should be partially darkened, all tho 
better. Lei tho birds have complete re- 


! pose. Let all their powers work toward 
! digestion. The quickly fatted fowl is 


i tcuiicivsf and most juicy. If no suitable 
' room is available, a large coop may bo 


'• ooMstnictedwil.li feeding troughs out- 


j side. It is important that the feed should 


bo clean, sweet and abundant. For this 
reason it should nor. ho placed so that 
they will run over it aud defile it. The 
object is to havo the birds cram them- 
selves, sit. down quietly and digest, thcu 
, "Mil again, and so on to ilai cud of tho 
ci. oter, says Tho Poultry Yard, which 
adds: Then; is no better food fur prepar- 
ing fowls for the table the world over 
than sweet, iinely ground corunioal wot 
up with skimmilk. Thu mixture need 
not bo so dry as when meal is mixed 
with water. Thero is no danger that- 
fowls will pet waterlogged on milk. 
Some poulterers feed buckwheat meal, 
thinking that it renders the poultry bet- 
ter in flavor. 
There is no objection to 


mixing ono-third buckwheat meal with 
the cornmeal as a change. Tho mixture 
should bo seasoned wi:h a spoonful of 
salt each day. Fowls ih.it have dough 
for their rations will not require much 
water, yet fresh, pure water should be 
supplied. 


Thu »w Silos. 


The new silos, and there aro many 


of them from ono end of the conn try to 
;he other, are substantial wooden ones. 
TlK$ cheapest silos aro tho ones built in 
barns, for then the cost will not be much 
more than ^iio price of lumber. 


Silos constructed in a barn that is 


raised a foot or more above the ground 


bohydrates tho position of wheat is 
about half way bctwecn'that of corn and 
oats. Whilo corn comes nearer boing^ 
tho ideal grain for fattening animals, it 
is believed that equal parts of wheat and 
corn aro better for fattening anknals 
than either of these grains alone. For 
young growing animals corn is plainly 
not so suitable as is wheat or onts. ' • 


When wheat and corn ara tho same 


price per bushel, it is preferublo 'to feed 
wheat and 
sell corn, fust,, bocauso 


wheat weighs 7 per cent heavier per 
bushel than corn; secondly, because 
wheat is weight for weight and equally 
good grain for fattening animals and 
hotter for growing animals, and, third- 
ly, becauss there is much less value in 
fertilizing elements removed from tho 
farm in corn'than in wheat. 


As the animals are very fond of 


wheat, but are not accustomed to it, 
this grain ought at first bo fed in small 
quantities. It should, when possible, bo 
mixed with some other grain. Thcso 
precautions aro especially necessary 
when wheat is fed to horses. Tho best 
form in which to feed wheat is to roll 
or grind it into a coarse meal. It-may 
then bo fed alone or mixed with corn- 
meal or ground oats. Dr. Gilbert ap- 
pears t« havo obtained hotter results 
from whole than from ground wheat 
when fed to sheep. 
Sheep feeders may 


therefore experiment with whole wheat, 
but wheat meal will certainly bo found 
to give beffor results with all other 
kinds oi' animals. 


T'bij number of pou:.:d.-; of livo weight 


that maybe produced by feeding a b-.ifh- 
el of wheat will evidently vary accord- 
ing to tho ago and condition of the ani- 
mal fed. Professor Eobertson, at tho 
Ottawa o:q>orhnent station, fed frozen 
wheat to hugs and secured from 3.1 to 
15.4G pou:ii:s, live weight, from a bngh- 
ol, tho greater, increase being from 
young, growing animals and the small- 
er from those which were fattening. At 
the Sonth Dakota experiment station 
tho hogs fed ground wheat required 4. Si 
pounds, and those fed whole wheat re- 
quired -1.01 pounds for one pound gain 
in livo weight. The ground wheat fed 
returned iiS-U!) cents per buslvol, tho 
wholo wheat 55.83 cents, corn 00 
cents and pens OS. !JG c«nU'. 
The qual- 


ity oE pork obtained from ground wheat 
and corn was about- equal aud was su- 
perior to that from whole wheat, peas 
or mixed food. From the Canadian ex- 
periments it wonid appear that the feed- 
ing vahio of an equal weight of wheat 
is slightly in excess of that of corn. 
Tho South Dakota expi.-riineiits gavo 
bettor results from corn. In general tho 
difference would probably not bo very 
grea!;, but i; would undoubtedly ho bet- 
ter to mix corn ;u:d wheat, or coru, 
wheat and bran, or corn, wheat and 
middlings. Various combinations are 
made. A mixture of 50 pounds oorn and 


j 50 pounds wheat is recommended as ex- 


celleuc for 1'arcuniiig animals. Equally 
good aru 40' pomius wheat, -10 por.nds 
corn and 20 pounds bran. SuitaV.lo alike 
for growing animal!: or those being fat- 
tened is a mixture of -id pounds wheat, 
20 pounds corn, 20 pynnds Oats and 20 
pounds middlings, or if tho feeder 
wants to savo corn the mixture may be- 
come 00 pounds wheat, £0 pounds oats 
and 20 pounds middlings.

WHEAT AS FOOD FOR STOCK. 


Comjiart-tl "\\ritli Corn ami Oats as n. Itutiott 


For Growing and Fllttcnillff Animals. 
A popular subject for discussion is 


tho relative value of wheat as compared 
with coru and oats for food for growing 
smil fattening animals. This is duo to tho 
groat change in tho comparative prices 
of tho grains mentioned. Recently wo 
have sc-on 30 pounds of ecru sell for 
more than could bo obtained for 00 
pounds of wheat. This readjustment of 
tho price* of grnin evidently calls for a 
reconsideration of tho methods for'dis- 
posing of tbo cereal crops in order to de- 
termine which is most profitable under 
present conditions. With ti vio\v to 
directly answering tho questions most 
frequently asked eoncorniuj* whoal; as 
food for stock has been issued by tho 
department at Washington a circular 
from tho bureau of animal industry sot- 
ting forth Dr. D. E, Salmon's views on 
tho subject. 


Table? given in this circular make it 


appear that wheat contains practically 
tho sumo amount of protein per 100 
pounds as oats, aud that both wheat and 
oats contain about 30 per cent more 
protein than corn. On tho other hnud, 
wheat has only about ouo-half as m^oh 
fatty matter as corn and oats. In car-
